GM Workers Return to Jobs as Parleys with Union Begin; 
Detroit Auto Plants Raise Wages for 39,000; Week’s Output 
70.980; January Car Registrations at 284,000, Trucks Total 47,500 


The first of 100,000 men returned to 
work at General Motors plants Mon- 
day, with the remainder resuming 
their jobs Tuesday. About 215,000 
were at work in GM plants when 
collective bargaining conferences with the UAW started 
Tuesday. At Flint, National Guard officers announced 
soldiers are being demobilized after being on strike duty 
for more than a month. Some 1,400 will still be concen- 
trated in the Flint zone. The fued between union and 
non-union workers, which flared into riot proportions 
Saturday at Anderson, Ind., and resulted in military rule, 
was eased as the week began. Both union and non-union 
workers peacefully took up their jobs at the Guide Lamp 
and Delco-Remy divisions of GM. National Guardsmen 
patroled the streets as about 2,400 employes went back to 
work in the Guide Lamp plant and about 7,000 resumed 
their jobs at Delco-Remy. Mayor Harry R. Baldwin, of 
Anderson, said Monday night he would recommend to 
Gov. M. Clifford Townsend that Victor Reuther and 
“other outside labor organizers” be removed from the city 
before martial law is lifted. At the same time, the 
Madison county, Ind., grand jury began an investigation 
of Saturday’s clash in which nearly a score were injured.

The Briggs notice, posted in the plants, read: “We 
are pleased to announce an increase in pay for all em- 
ployes now working on an hourly rate. The increases are 
effective today, Feb. 15, 1937. Your foreman will notify 
you of the amount of your increase as soon as raise slips 
can be made out.”

Slightly to slightly from the revised estimate of 70,275 

70,980 Units for the week ended Feb. 13. It is not 
expected that General Motors plants will 

complete many actual assemblies this week. Fisher Body 


| plants will probably not be in full swing in time to add 
| much to this week’s estimate. Although some units may 


be completed some time the latter half of the week, the 
total will be negligible and will make no great change in 
the week’s estimate. It is expected that by next week 
GM units will be adding considerably to the week’s pro- 
duction, for the first time this year. Ford remains the 
top producer with an estimated 30,000 units. Plymouth 
should turn out about 11,000 jobs and Dodge 7,000. Packard 
is expected to total about 2,800. Nash lines are set for 
Studebaker schedules call for 2,585 units and 
Hudson and Terraplane are expected to run off 2,500 
completed assemblies. De Soto schedules call for 2,200 
and Chrysler 2,000. Graham will have a rate of about 
450 for the week and Cord should complete about 45 jobs. 
Miscellaneous companies, including truck manufacturers, 
will add 7,800 to bring the week’s total to 70,980. February 
production as of the close of this week is estimated at 
204,887 units. Thus far this year, production is estimated 


| at 519,858. The last week in February should see a con- 
| siderable jump with GM plants again in the picture. 
March schedules by GM are heavy and the month prob- 


ably will set a high mark.

Passenger car registrations in Jan- 
uary, 1937, passed the 1936 total by 
a good margin, according to early 
returns from 15 states. These 15 
states totaled 42,178 units against 
32,098 units for the same states last year. On this basis 
an estimated total for the month would fall around 
284,000 units. January, 1936, totaled 215,782 units. The 
strike apparently made no great dent in January sales, as 
most dealers were stocked and during the month cleaned 
out cars on hand. It is very likely, however, that 
February will show the result of the strike on sales.

Preliminary estimates of truck and 
commercial car registrations in January 
set the month’s total at about 47,500 
units, up slightly over the 43,760 units 
registered in January, 1936. Figures 
have been reported from 15 states to date, with a total of 
8,338 units, against 7,666 for the same states last year. 
On this basis 47,500 for the month is likely, although, as 
in the case of passenger cars, later revision may be in 
order.
